THE CAPITAL PUNISHMENT BILL. 
The bill to restore capital punishment in 
ibis State, has again been indefinitely post 
pooed by the Assembly, much to the sur­ 
prise of those who voted a week ago to re­ 
consider the vote by which it was first 
killed. The bill to re-establish the gal­ 
lows was introduced in the A ssem bly by 
Dr. Lord, of Edgerton, on tho 29th of 
January. It was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, and a majority of the Commit­ 
tee reported In favor of the bill. It was 
made a special order for the 24th of Feb­ 
ruary, when it came up on an order for 
engrossment and a third reading. : It 
was discussed at length 
during 
the 
day session, but a vote was not reached, 
and the farther consideration of the ques­ 
tion was postponed till evening. At a lait. 
hour on Tuesday evening, February 24ib, 
the final question was put, and the motion 
to indefinitely postpone the bill was car­ 
ried by a vote of 40 to 44. 
A ssem blym an 
Sprague, of Green county, then made a 
motion to reconsider the vote by which 
me bill was killed, and to lay that motion 
on the table, which was designed to seal 
the fate of that particular bill for the pres­ 
ent session, taking out of the hands of the 
friends of the bill the power to resurrect 
it. 
But those who Iwere opposed to the bill 
slumbered aud slept, while the advocates of 
the 
bill 
had a 
sharp eye on Mr. 
Sprague’s motion, which had not been dis­ 
posed ot. 
On the 2Gth of February, 
Assemblyman Lawrence surprised the 
opponents of capital punishment by stat­ 
ing in the Assembly that when that body 
adj Turned on Tuesday night there was a 
motion pending, that of Mr. Sprague’s, to 
reconsider the vote by which the bill was 
killed, and to lay that motion on the table, 
and that he had waited patiently for the 
question to come up rn regular order, and 
he therefore moved that it be then taken 
up 
This aroused the Assembly, and a 
w arm d incursion followed, aud charges of 
bad faith made. The question to recon 
sider the vote by which the bill was indefi 
nitely postponed, was at last carried by a 
vote of 50 to 44. 
It was then agreed to make the farther 
consideration of the bill a special order for 
Wednesday afternoon, the 31 of March. 
The question 
was again 
discussed on 
Wednesday and the bill was killed by a 
vote of 53 to 43. 
This ends the capital 
punishment question in the Legislature 
for the present session. 
Those who have 
been earnest advocates of the measure— 
among them Dr. Lord and Mr. Lawrence— 
have done all that lie in their power to se­ 
cure the passage of the bill. They have 
been defeated, but have worked w elt 
It will be regretted by a great many in 
Rock county that the bill failed. 
There 
are large numbers bere who most sincerely 
believe that capital 
punishment should 
be restored. But on the other hand there 
was a deep feeling that the best interests 
of society did not demand the restoration of 
the gallows. This brought out a large 
lobby, aud the effect was to give the ene­ 
mies of the bUl the advantage. 
There is 
one perplexing question disposed of for 
the present It may come up again next 
winter, ani unices fresh murders agitae 
the public mind, and a strong sentiment is 
made rn iavor of the gallows, the bill will 
■offer the fate of the one disposed of yes­ 
terday.

The Great Iowa Meteorite. 
This great meteorite, which fell in Iowa 
the early part ct last year, is thus deccrbed 
o> lo o ter or Thompson, of the Miaoes tta 
state University, to a recent astronomical 
.ra y : 
May IO, 1379, was a bright, clear, 
cloudless day. At 5 o’clc:k In the after 
uooD, in full sunshine, this 
meteorite 
pus* d through the air. exploded and fell in 
the town of Ert xvllle, Emmet county, 
Iowa, about ten or twelve miles below 
the 
southern 
boundary 
of 
Jacktou 
county, Mum , in latitude 43 degrees 30 
u louies north, longitude OI degrees GO 
minutes west Irom Greenwich. The path it 
ioiiowei marked a course from norm west 
o southwest,and was seen tor a distance of 
•everal hundred miles. Its appearance in 
me heavens was that of a huge globe of 
tire, attended bv & fiery cloud. The peo­ 
ple who saw it were greatly alarmed ; not 
more at the flying ball ut fire which 
seemed eo near to them, than at the terrific 
explosions 
immediately 
above 
them ; 
those 
who 
did 
not 
see 
it 
mougbt an c m bquake had cccurrc '. 
and were in great terror. 
Tho noise ac­ 
companying its flight is described es rum ­ 
bling, cracking, crashing, similar to that 
produced by a tram of cars crossing a long 
oridge; then came a very loud report, fol­ 
lowed immediately by two distinct reports 
in quick succession, though not so explo­ 
sive or load as the first* 
It s'tuck the 
ground in separate manses, together with 
smaller fragments scattered over an arca 
if three or four miles. 
There were two 
large pieces which fell about two miles 
part. 
The largest mass, weighing 470 pounds, 
now at Keokuk, Iowa, penetrated a hard 
o'ue clay soil, to the deptn of twelve feet. 
Another mass, weighing 170 pounds, now 
at the 3 tate University, fell on adry graesy 
Knoll, and was buried to the depth of five 
and a half feet. A few rods from the larg­ 
est mas w ls found a fragment weighing 
Unity pounds, and a school boy picked up 
a specimen weighing three pounds. The 
form ol all the pieces is like that ol rudely 
detached masses from a quarry, or tj cled 
frt rn the mouth of a volcano. The mass 
in tan museum of the university has an 
irregular rhomboidal outline, about filteen 
by eighteen inches, of an average thickness 
ot six inches, and when first obtained was 
covered, as most meteorites are, with a 
b ack shining coat or crust The largest 
mass is not so regular lo its formation. It
